The absolute ut„.eSity of abolishing 
the boycott a..u biackl.si Py ua- 
tiouai and Sta,.c e.iactments was very 
lorcibly outlined by President James 
\V. Van Cleave at the annual conven- 
tion of the Citizens’ Industrial Asso* 
elation at Rattle Creek, Michigan. 

Mr. Van Cleve, who represents the 
most important manufacturers’ asso- 
clutiou in the world, believes that all 
labor union attacks on the freedom 
and the equality and the operation 
of the injunctions must be repelled, 
and that the records of congressmen 
and State legislators on ihdustrial is- 
sues must be closely watched. He 
goes even further and says that It Is 
vitally necessary to. nominate and 
elect, regardless of politics, men who 
legislate for the entire American peo- 
ple, instead of for the Interest or 
imaginary interest ol any special class 
of the people. 

' In his address President Van Cleve 
made the first authoritative reply to 
the accusation that a federation of 
employers has been created to crush 
labor unions. 

According to Mr. Van Cleve nothing 
Is further from the purpose or the 
thoughts of the members of the fed- 
eration. 

Speaking ^or himself be said that 
ii. many addresses and newspaper and 
magazine articles in the past ,tew* 
years he had Insisted that workers 
had just as good a right and Just as 
large an incentive to organize as have 
Frank- Clevo added: 

“In every way any suen service could 
be rendered, employers and citizens’ 
associations pf all sorts should encour- 
age the members of the labor societies 
' who are endeavoring to be true to the 
principles on which their organiza- 
tions were founded. The visionaries, 
the ignoramuses and the grafters who 
are in imsitlons of power In many of 
tbe unions are the persons who are 
PEimarily responsible for the abuses 
which have afflicted unionism in re- 
cent years. 

I “Every member of a union who is 
trying to cast off the yoke of .officers 
who discredit his society and disturb 
trade should receive the encourage- 
ment of the community." 
j An immediate and important conse- 
quence of tbe reformation of tbe labor 
^ unions would be collective bargaining, 
j Contracts would be safe between em- 
' ployers or organizations of employers 
on tbe one band and organizations of 
workers on the other in which. wages, 
hours and other details, of labor could 
be fixed for a term of years In advance 
During the time covered by the con- 
tracts this would diminish the pretext 
for agitation among tbe restless spir- 
its. in the unions, would give employ- 
ers a chance to plan work for a few 
years ahead, and would give confi- 
dence and a stability to the business I 
world which are lacking now. ’

e For Over 30 Years. 



isltor In This City Knows all About 
the Once Popular and Excit- 
ing Game. 



"1 have played flreball ma'ny and 
many a time, and I will tell you about 
It,” said Capt. S. W. Switt, of Spring- 
lleid, Mass., who is visiting Geo. D. 
iScott at No. 37 Washington sireea. 
Capt. Swift is 83 years old, and be 
told The Times reported that he does 
not remember of seeing a game of 
flreball in seventy years. 

‘‘I saw that piece in The Times the 
other day about the , ordinance against 
playing flreball in the square in your 
city back in 1818. Many a great time 
have I had playing the game when I 
was a lad in iny native, town of Ck>l- 
chester, in this Stkte, but seventy 
years ago the game was a very popu- 
lar and exciting one ail over the 
State. • • 

•‘In old times, you know, people 
burned open oil lamps and candles 
and made a lot of their own candles, 
and there was a lot of wicking around 
in those days. We used to take that 
wicking and wind it up Into a ball 
as large as a modern football, and 
then We would soak it in a bucket of 
turpentine. When the ball was soaked 
through and full we would carry it 
into the street at night and touch' a 
match to.it, and then the game was 
on for whoever wanted to join in the 
sport. 

‘The fellows would kick it and 
catch It and throw it much like they 
do football those days. By dexterous 
movements one could catch the ball 
of Are and fhrow it without being 
burned, and there was a great ele- 
ment of excitement in the game. 
Strips of wicking would fall off, some- 
times a couple of feet together, and 
the street would be Utterly lined with 
Are and the fun was simply something 
sreat.” 

Ajfter explaining that there was no 
element of contest in these exhilerat 
ingj pyrotechnics. Captain Swift told 
The Times reported about a little par- 
ty that he had had this summer. 

The Captain had been spending the 
season at Crescent Beach, among old 
friends, and he, with four others, had 
been having good times. One day 
Captain Swift gave a little party and 
the flve of them had a group photo- 
graph taken while sitting on the 
porch of his cottage. The ages of the 
flve totalled 418 years. The fmir old 
cronies were Lyme residents, and the 
party was made up as follows. Cap- 
tain Ira Beebe, 86 years. C^iptain An- 
son' Crocker, 86 years; Mr. Levee, 84 
years; Captain S. W. Swift, 83 years; 
Captain Richard Beebe, 81 years. The 
other old 'friends. Captain Franklin 
Warren and Captain Horace Dennison, 
wanted to go to the party and get in 
the picture, but they were only 78 
years old, each, and Captain Swift 
says he and the four refused to let 
any -youngsters into the party.
